Rule Making Considerations 

Administrative Procedure Act: 
Pursuant to its authority under 35 
U.S.C. 376(b), the Office has reduced the 
patent fees set forth in § 1.492 to less 
than the amount specified in 35 U.S.C. 
41. Existing rights and obligations are 
not otherwise changed. The Office has 
good cause to implement this fee 
reduction without prior notice and 
comment. It is in the public interest to 
immediately implement the reduced 
search and examination fees because 
delay in the adoption of these fee 
reductions would cause harm to those 
applicants who currently meet the 
conditions for entitlement to a fee 
reduction. Without immediate 
implementation, applicants who are 
currently filing search and examination 
fees in order to avoid abandonment of 
their applications will be unnecessarily 
paying higher search and examination 
tees. The Office believes the public 
wants these new reduced fees to become 
effective as soon as possible as the 
public should benefit from the 
efficiencies and savings resulting 
therefrom. In addition, the Office 
believes that prior notice and comment 
is unnecessary because it does not 
expect the public to object to the 
reduction of search and examination 
fees. Moreover, the Office does not 
believe the public needs time to 
conform its conduct so as to avoid 
violation of these regulations.
